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The present application seems to satisfy the criterion set forth in Article 33(2) 
respectively Article 33(3) PCT because the subject-matter of Claims 1-17 seems to be 
new respectively inventive in respect of the cited prior art, DK-U3-96001643, as defined 
in the regulations (Rule 64(1 )-(3) respectively Rule 65(1 )(2) PCT). 

The first part of claim 1 corresponds to said next prior art. It is an object of the present 
invention to provide an apparatus for portion cutting of products, wherein the conveying 
means comprise 2 conveyors in parallel having upper surfaces transversely inclined 
relative to each other with a determined angle. None of the opposed documents 
discloses these characterising features. 
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
